The  man  who  Ihould  have  the  clicir^^* 
of  fiirveying  the  crops,  and  paying  the 
premiums,  ought  to  be  one  well  tkillcd 
in  the  culture  of  flax;  and,  as  he  woukl 
have  an  occalion  of  converSng  with  the 
fanner,  and  making  his  remarks  upon 
the  fpot,  he  would  have  a  good  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  pointing  out  witlfprecifion  any 
errors  that  he  might  have  fallen  into, 
and  give  him  his  advice  where  to  fow  it 
next  ieafon,  and  how  tocondu<5t  himfelf 
fo  as  to  inftirc  a  good  crop.  Mankind 
art  not  averfe  to  follow  the  advice  of  any 
one  that  they  are  convinced  has  greater 
fkill  than  themfelves ;  at  Icaft  when  it  re¬ 
lates  to  an  article,  of  which  they  may  be 
naturally  fuppofed  ignorant,  without  im¬ 
plying  any  refledion  on  their  parts;  and 
therefore  the  diredions  of  a  fenfible  man 
in  this  fituation,  given  in  this  way, 
might  be  of  prodigious  utility. 

It  may  be  prefamed  that,  if  this  plan 
were  fairly  fet  on  foot  and  kept  a*going, 
the  premiums  to  the  farmers,  in  any  one 
diftrid,  might  be  difeontinued  after  the 
fecond,  or  at  lead  the  third  year;  for,  by 
that  time,  they  would  be  fuflaciently  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  manner  of  cultivating 
this  crop,  and  have  alfo  felt  the  profits 
that  would  attend  it ;  but,  if  ever  fuch  a 
Icheme  were  fet  on  foot,  it  would  be  nc- 
celfary  to  take  particular  care  not  to  of¬ 
fer  the  farmers  too  high  a  price  for  their 
iinwrought  flax  at  firft.  It  would  be 
bed  to  have  this  fixed  as  near  its  intrinfic 
value  as  poflible,  led,  by  putting  it  too 
low,  the  farmers  fliotild  not  find  it  worth 
their  while  to  cultivate  it ;  but,  as  it  is 
impoflihle  to  afeertain  this  exadly,  it 
would  he  better  to  fix  it  rather  below 
than  above  the  medium;  for  extravagant 
profits  arc  by  no  means  neceflary  to  in- 
lure  the  culture  of  any  plant,  as  the  cer. 
taintfof  2i  rcafonablc  profit  will  always 
be  fufficiently  powerful  to  produce  this 
effed :  and,  to  infure  this  certainty^  the 
'Truflees  ought  to  take  an  obligation 
from  every  min  to  whom  they  intruded 
a  mill,  binding  himfelf,  under  very  (evere 
penalties,  never  to  lower  the  price  fixed 
foe  un wrought  flax,  without  the  confent 
of  the  Trultees ;  and  not  only  to  this, 
hut  alio  to  purchafe  all  the  flax  that 
fliould  be  offtred  to  him  by  any  farmer, 
tin  be  had  as  much  as  ht«  millcoul^  ma- 
nofadiire  ih  one  feafon ;  by  which  means 
“•f  rfTi'veMtured  fill  up  th^e 

hitnks*  That  may  hi  done  hy  fhi 
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the  farmer  would  ever  be  iftfured  of  a 
prompt  and  ready  market  near  himfelf, 
that  lie  could  rely  upon  at  all  times  with 
abfolutc  certainty,  which  would  be  *a 
fuJiicient  encouragement  to  him,  unlefs 
tije  prices  were  exceedingly  low:  that 
would  not,  in  all  probability,  ever  be  the 
cafe,  if  guarded  agaiiid  for  a  fliort  time 
at  the  beginning. 

The  perfon  who  would  probably  feel 
the  greated  inconvenience  from  this  in- 
ditution  at  fird,  would  be  the  miller ;  for, 
as  it  might  reafonably  be  prelumrdjthat, 
for  a  few  years  at  fird,  the  quantity  of 
fl  IX  produced  would  be  but  inconfidcr- 
abie,  unlefs  the  profits  upon  that  fm.ill 
quantity  were  very  great,  he  would, 
without  afliftance,  in  all  probability,  be 
reduced  to  fuch  draits  as  might  deorefs 
his  fpirits,  and  make  him  perform  his 
work  iujperfeidly.  For  thefc  reafons,  it 
would  be  neceiTary  for  the  Trudees  to  be 
favourable  to  him  for  a  year  or  two  at 
fird;  but,  if  the  alFairs  of  this  infant  fo- 
ciety  are  attended  to  with  care,  it  is  not 
to  be  doubted  but  that,  in  a  ihort  lime, 
the  farmers  will  raife  abundance  to  keep 
him  in  condant  employment,  and,  after 
that  period,  he  will  make  money  in  plen¬ 
ty.  It  is  at  this  period  that  he  would  be 
in  danger,  if  left  to  himfelf,  of  low'ering 
the  price  of  rough  flax  to  the  farmer,  or 
of  refuling  to  purchafe  it  from  him ;  and 
it  is  to  guard  agaiodthc  harm  that  might 
be  cxpei^led  to  arife  from  this,  that  I  ha\^c 
advifed  to  require  him  to  enter  into  the 
obligatign  abovc-mcnlioned.  In  coxfe- 
quence  of  liaving  this  ready  and  certafn 
market,  the  farmers  will  be  thus  induced 
to  rear  a  great  deal  of  flax,  and  then,  in 
confcqucncc  of  the  great  employmertt 
that  the  manufa^urCr  meetk  tilth,  ^nd 
the  moderate  price  that  he  pays  d)r  his 
rough  materials,  he  will  make  money 
quickly.  His  neighbours,  now  percei¬ 
ving  that  this  is  a  profitable  bufinefj,  wfll 
ereift  new  mills.  Thefc  will  purchafe 
flax  alfo.  A  competiti  m  wiH^  tda- 
bliflied,  which  is  the  fureft  miethod  of 
afeertaining  the  farmer  that  he  fliall  re¬ 
ceive  the  full  value  for  his  crop,  and  the 
bufinefs  will  be  afterwards  carried  on  in 
the  way  that  every  open  trade  mud  fall 
into  at  lad,  that  every  peffon  concern¬ 
ed  wall  be  allowed  profit,  greater  of  fmal- 
Icr,  according  to  bis  degree  of  flclll  or  in- 
duftry,  without  allowing  it  fo  be  in  the 
power  of  any  bni  iHfrlbn  to  make  a  for¬ 
tune  at  the”  expellee  of  the  others.

troduces  them  into  fociety,  and  with 
them  the  very  contagion  and  bane  of 
morals.  Credat  Judifus  /IptUa^  non 
ego.  Now,  begging  Philander  s  .par¬ 
don,  he  ought  to  have  paid  more  regard 
to  truth  and  character.  If  the  above  de- 
i'cnptioa  of  country  education  t&  to  be 
rclblved  into  his  ignorance,  what  tempt¬ 
ed  him  to.hoid  up^to  the  world. a  pidure 
of  his?  oviui  ignorance,  which  can  have  no 
other  efted  than? to 'give  a  falle  alarm  to 
thole  in  the  fame  predicament  with  him- 
feir,  and  excite  the  ridicule  and  contempt 
of  thofe  w  ho  ai^  belter  informed  i  if  it 
is  the  efted  of  private  aftVont  and  pique, 
why  did  he  not  diivrd  his  refentincntto 
its  proper  objtd,;  and  not  aim  his  enve¬ 
nomed  arrows  at  .the  Whole  fraternity 
aimoft  indifcriminately,  as  be  made  a 
trade  of  death,  and  fublifted  on  the 
mangled  limbs  of  carnage?  If  he  looks 
down  upon  them  with  fupreme  con¬ 
tempt,  h’om  fume  ideal  eminence  to 
which  vanity  or  accident  hath  elevated 
him,  why  did  he  uo.t  peaceably  and  in¬ 
nocently  enjoy  the  ideas  of  hit  imaginary 
importance,  and  not  malevolently  endt  a* 
vour  to  deprefs  thofe  already  too  low  in 
the  eftimation  of  the  world  ? 

To  prevent  the-mUlakes  that  thoie, 
.who  have  not  accefs  to  know  the  real 
charader  of  country  fchool  mailers,  arc 
apt  to  be  lc3d  into  by  titc  malevolent  pen 
<of  indiferiminate  defamation,  I  (hall  en¬ 
deavour  to  fet  it  in  as  juft  a  point  of  view 
as  poftible.  It  is  well  known,  that  the 
kgal  eftabliihment  for  the  maintenance 
of  (choiii- mailers  has  generally  taken 
i^Tcd  through  all  Scotland ;  that  the  pref- 
hytery  muft  try  and  approve  the  abilities 
pf  the  candidates  previous  to  their  hav<^ 
ing  a.  legal  right  to  the  (alary,  and  that 
ihey  atthe  fame  time  muft  produce  uii- 
qKepUooabkidooumcDU  their  mocal 
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charader.  The  legal  falary  is  ib  final!/ 
that  tew  quality  tlwmfelves  with  a  view 
to  fetilc  in  that  w’ay  of  life;  the  cOnfe- 
qucnce  of  which  is,  that  the  couati^ 
fcliools  arc  generally  fupplied  with  mat¬ 
ters  from  among  the  farmers  or  me^ 
chanics  fons,  who  arc  felting  forward^ 
with  a  view  to  the  ftudy  of  divinity,  and 
take  this  way  of  fup|>orting  theinlclvct 
daring  their  Itudics,  or  till  they  are  bct-» 
ter  provided  for.  Having  generally  little 
to  depend  upon,  or  recommend  theml 
to  the  patronage  of  their  iuperiors,  bur 
their  own  induftry  and  merit,  this  na-' 
turally  leads  them  to  be  arduous  and 
indeCitigablc  hi  tlieir  public  charader,' 
induftrious  and  laborious  in  their  private 
ftudies,  fober  and  guarded  in  their  whole 
condud.  That  this  is  their  general 
charader,  I  appeal  to  fad  and  experience. 
That*  thin  e  arc  particular  exceptions  docw 
not  militate  agaiuft  the  force  of  a  general' 
tinith,  more  than  the  diftorted,  iigly^ 
pidure  drawn  by  Philander  neceflarilf 
iiil'crs  that  there  is  no  juft  proportioM^ 
and  beauty  in  the  original.  i.  i 

. ,  Whatever  defeds  PhilandePf’^xn^a 
larly  acute  difcernmetlt  may  perceive  i»

The  prefent  collctJlion  for  the  charity 
woik-houl’c  becamc  the  topic  of  conver- 
Ihtion :  all  the  company  willied  it  liic- 
celo,  and  highly  commended  fuch  as  had 
contributed  to  it.  Aniong  other  things, 
it  was  thrown  out,  that  if  ftrangers,  as 
well  as  conftant  rclidentcrs,  would  con¬ 
tribute  a  fmall  matter,  this  would  a- 
mount  to  a  turn  fufficient  to  relieve  that 
cftablilhmciit  from  its  prefent  ttraits; 
this  propofal  did  not  feem  agreeable: 
“  What  (fays  one)  have  1  to  do  with  the 
maintenance  ‘of  the  poor  of  the  metro¬ 
polis?  1  contribute  chearfully  and  libe¬ 
rally  to  my  own  parilh-pooT  in  the  coun¬ 
try,  both  at  church,  and  by  paying  my 
fhare  of  a  cefs  laid  on  my  eftate  in  the 
country;  and  moreover  am  daily  dif* 
tribiiting  to  the  begging  poor,  who  tell 
me  they  came  from  your  city.**  Ano¬ 
ther  faid,  “  Truly  you  are  in  the  right, 
Sir;  let  every  place  fupport  their  own 
pot»r;  this  is  the  only  way  to  provide 
f^or  the  truly  indigent-”  A  third  added, 
“  I  come  here  to  fpend  my  money,  and 
the  town  is  obliged  to  me  for  lb  doing, 
and  therefore  I  ought  not  to  be  fubjei^ 
to  any  burdens.*'  Thefe  reflexions 
made  an  honeft  burgher  give  his  opinion 
on  the  fubjeX:  “  Gentlemen  (fays  he), 
you  do  not  advert  that  many  of  the  poor 
in  the  charity  work-houfe  come  from  dif- 
*tant  parts  of  Scotland;  they  do  not  all 
'belong  to  Edinburgh;  I  do  not  know 
but  ftnne  of  them  may  come  from  the 
parilhes  where  your  ellates  lie ;  but  fup- 
pi>fe  that  is  not  the  cafe,  conflder  how 
many  of  the  poor  in  the  charity  work- 
houfe  may  have  been  reduced  to  need 
afliflance,  after  having  fpent  the  belt  part 
of  their  time  in  the  fervicc  of  the  gay 
world,  in  the  fervicc  of  fuch  as  come 
here  to  fpend  their  time  in  the  feafuo  of 
diverfion;  among  theie,  perhaps,  may 
be  your  poor  chairman,  your  errand- run¬ 
ner,  your  fervants,  Would  you  but 
contribute  the  value  of  a  play-ticket  or 
two,  one  nigtn*A  reckoning  at  a  tavern,

a  conliderable  fum.  But  this  is  not  all,  , 
gentlemen  (continues  he),  we  arc  told, 
that,  if  this  colleXion  does  not  turn  out  , 
to  account,  necellity  will  oblige  us  to  let 
loofe  the  poor,  or  introduce  the  poor*a  , 
rate;  the  inconvcniciicy  of  the  one, andt 
the  oppreflion  of  the  other,  will  not  be 
felt'  by  the  citizens  of  Edinburgh  alone*  \ 
The  very  bare  mention  of  the  laft  of 
thefe  is  enough  to  awaken  the  attention, 
of  every  member  of  the  fodety.  Once 
let  that  hydra  get  fooling  in  this  city,  it 
will  infeniibly  fpread  to  the  country  pa- 
riflies.  Better,  gentlemen,  let  u&  pay  a 
liitpeiicc  of  voluntary  contribution,  than, 
be  taxed  in  one  penny  agaiiifl  our  con- 
fcttt.”  The  company  feemeti  to  hearken 
to  our  citizen,  and  each  of  them  put  his 
hand  in  hia  pocket,  and  begged  of  him 
to  put  their  joint  contribution  into  the 
colieXion.

She  fck  all  the  tst^ 
dency  of  love,  and  delcribed  it  as  fhe  frit 
it.  Her  poetry,  according  to  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  antients,  united  grace, 
tendernefs,  and  harmony,  and  iotitled 
her  to  rank  as  a  tenth  nnile,  from  irhom 
the  Sapphic  verfc  has  derived  hs  name. 
Sappho,  according  to  Ovkl,  was  of  fbc 
middle  ftature,  not  very  beautiful,  of  a 
brownifb  complexion ;  but  her  eyes  were
